Baccalaureate Service#—Aaaual Lector# 
by Dr. Felton.

[SpecM to The Indianapolis News.]
Gkkrncawu.e, Jane 20.—A large audi­

ence assembled in Meharry hall at 10 a. m. 
vesterday, to listento baccalureate sermon 
by President Martin. At 10:40 the class of 
’81 filed into the hall and took their places 
in the front seats which had been reserved 
for them. This is certainly a fine 
looking clan and such as any university 
could well be preud of. After the splen­
did rendition of an appropriate vol­
untary by the ekqir, devotional exercises 
were conducted by Revs. Messrs. Buchtel 
and Marine. Dr. Martin took for his text. 
Jude, 14, “You , should ! contend 
earnestly for the faith once 
delivered unto the saints.” The sermon 
was listened to with great attention, and 
was a scholarly plea for the doctrinal 
teachings of the bible. Modern lax­
ity in religious , belief was severely 
deprecated, and the idea somewhat prev­
alent of late years that theology was not a 
progressive science, refuted. The address 
to the graduating class was earnest and ap­
propriate, The speaker referred in touch­
ing terms to the death of ex-Goveriior 
Lane, which occurred Saturday. Governor 
Lane had been for many years a leading 
trustee of Asbury.

At 3:15 the hall was again filled with a 
splendid audience to listen to the annual 
lecture by Dr. C. E. Felton, of St. Louis.

The annual sermon by Rev. H. J. Talbott, 
of Indlanapolis^waa delivered at night and 
was well appreciated.

The English Government and Telegraphs.

Bat now they 
flaunt their law'easneas as plainly as gas 
will let them. We do not mean that 
this is any worse, on the contrary 
we think it is rather better. It is an open 
notice to this law-abiding community that 
the calling and election of a saloon keeper 
is sure; that the authorities have “been 
seen,” and that every thing is “solid,” in 
that direction. Every saloon in the city 
that chose was open yesterday, and last 
night the gas in the windows was barning 
as brightly as on any night during the 
week, thus to attract custom from afar. 
Doors were open and in some cases screens 
were so carelessly disposed that the law­
breakers could be seen »*n flagrante delieto. 
Manifestly this sweet security comes not 
from ignorance bat knowledge. The citi- 
ens of Indianapolis are called upon to 

consider a state of things in which the 
e oak and protection of the law is extended 
to those who insult and trample upon it.

Yesterday was the day appointed by 
some of the superstitious fbr the destruc­
tion of the world, yet here we are this morn­
ing, with the old orb ‘ “righteide np, with 
care,” and sweeping along in space just as 
it has done for ages. There is no period­
icity in the recurrence of popular alarms 
about the destruction of the earth, but 
they seem to be fated to come to all de­
grees of civilization in all lands alike at 
some time or other. There have been two 
or three in this country, but neither ex­
tended nor serious enough to attract much 
attention, except that of ’43, when an un­
usually large comet helped the fright, and 
“ascension robes” were ‘ prepared and 
property disposed of ’ in antici­
pation of the day when “the ele- 
ments should melt with fervent heat.” 
There were two or three in and near this 
city who made full preparations to “go 
up,” and there were sowie communities in 
the east still worse. In the latter part of 
the last century there, wasagreater “scare” 
in England, particularly in portions of 
London, than ours of '43. Qnite a number 
of people made preparations for a general 
conflagration, burning being the favorite 
mode of destruction among the prophets of 
terror. Some obtained boats to take refuge 
oh the water, which it was supposed would 
put the fire out wherever they came in con­
tact, and they might live through the 
catastrophe and reappear in the flesh 
in the renovated and sinless world. Others 
dug holes in the ground, found caverns or 
improved cellars, and provided them fire 
proof safety holes with plenty of victuals that 
weald not be spoiled as they no doubt said, 
“for heating by ’eating.” Sunday was the 
day appointed. It always is, so far, as we 
have learned. ~it seems to be a more suita­
ble day to wind up or burn up the earthy 
structure than-Thuraday or Tuesday or any 
week day. The day, says a contemporary 
account, rose fair and bright, and to the 
seexet delight of the expectant translated 
it remained unusually pleasant till dark, 
and darkness brought no more threatening 
than light Now there is jost such another 
foolish alarm in Canada, particularly in 
and about Montreal. Some individuals and 
some families have been several days pre­
paring boats for refuge on the water - or 
putting cellars in condition to protect them, 
with ample steres of previsions, as if they 
could live iu a cellar in a fire that was to 
burn the earth up, or burn the thinnest 
skin off its surface. There is a strange 
fascination in the theories and predictions 
of the earth’s destruction, especially for a 
half-baked religions and cultured communi­
ty, who have jnst intellect enough to rush 
recklessly on the prophecies and just ana­
lytical power enough to misconstrue them 
into something to which they have no rele­
vancy. Dr. Cummings, ten years or so ago, 
created quite a general stir in London, by 
his predictions, construed on some inex­
plicable principle from the prophecies, that 
the end was at hand. We do hot 
think be fixed a certain day any more titan 
did Miller and Himes in this country in 
'48, but he made the prophets prove that 
the “dies irae” was on the way, and might 
drop down to its work, “solvit saeolum' in 
favilla,” as the old monkish song has it, 
almost any time.' If the new revision shaU 
have the effect to disabuse fools of the 
fancy that the old prophets can be made to 
indicate anything specific touching the end 
of the earth or the futoye of strange nations, 
it will be of service._________

Henry S, Lane.
The brief bat complete sketch of the Ijfe 

and public services of the late Hon. Henry
Lane, in The,News of Saturday, leayee 

still something to be said of the character 
and abilities of a man who so long com­
manded popular admiration and did so 
much to mould the opinions of two geneta- 
tions. An attempt to analyze the qualities 
that constituted his power would fix first 
on the honorable and manly character of 
all his public and private conduct. No 
purer or more disinterested legislator ever 
served the people in any land or time. 
Genial and facile in all social In- 
terccUrse and enjoyment, he was 
iron in the.discharge of duty. The 
universal knowledge of this purity and 
inflexibility of honor gave him the Un­
bounded confidence not oitly of his ’party’ 
bat of all who knew him. It was the im­
movable foundation of a respect that never 
faltered in forty yean. Co-operating with 
ibis elevation ot, character was a geniality 
ol temper, a generous forbearance with ig­
norance and unconscious rudeness, a ready 
appreciation and applause of merit, a total 
absence of bitterness and personal caustic- 
ity, that made his companionship something 
like that of a child with a man’s intellect 
He was singularly unsophisticated for a 
man of the world, an old lawyer, a leader 
of parties for an ordinary life time, and his 
humorons chuckle or hearty laughter when 
pleased or amused was like nothing we 
ever knew so mnch as a bright, sunny-teta- 
pered child. It made him the most delight 
fal of companions, as his high sense of 
honor and his strong affections made him 
the firmest of friends. But in the attain­
ment and long retention of a popularity so 
broad and durable, his peculiar talents 
were probably a more efficient agent than

the characteristics that could only be fully 
known to his friends. They were admira­
bly adapted to win and hold popular admi­
ration. He was not analytical or philo­
sophical. He rarely attempted to majie a 
speech instructive to the uninformed, or 
convincing to the undetermined. His 
mission, fixed by the character of his 
intellect and the intensity of his
feelings, was rather to stir
men up to act, to give them 
impulse and motive, than to
arm them for controversv or determine the 
direction of their action. In this duty he 
had no equal in the country, and probably 
never had a superior. He possessed the 
power of infusing his feelings into h s au­
dience to a degree that was often as aston­
ishing as a feat of mesmerism. He has 
sometimes followed a droning orator at a 
convention or mass meeting, after sleepy 
logic and elaborate expansion have run 
along the usual “able and eloquent” line to 
absolute weariness, and his first sentence 
would bring everybody upright. Drowsy 
eyes would open, attention brighten, a 
rustling of a crowd settling itself for enjoy­
ment would rush around, and in five min­
utes some story, so apt, so exactly illus­
trating the point in band, so comically told, 
would start a rorft of laughter, and really 
go farther towards an elucidation of his 
predecessor’s argument, than all his array 
of logical accuracy and official statements. 
He spofee to the feelings frotna deep well 
of genuine and earnest feelmg, and no 
speech from such a source ever fails to 
reach the feelings ef an audience. He far 
oftener broke down an opponent’s argu­
ment by an anecdote or a witty “reduction 
to absurdity,” than by analysis and refne- 
tation. In this line of antagonism he was 
a terrible man to meet, not because he was 
bitter or exasperating, for he probably 
never intentionally said a malignant or ir­
ritating thing to or of any man, but be­
cause he had the power, partly of memory, 
partly of an amazing facility in discover­
ing points of analogy in things apparently 
utterly unlike, of making anything he op­
posed ridiculous by illustration or prepos­
terous extension oi logical consequences. 
It was not sarcasm, it was not pithy or epi­
grammatic bitterness, it was not a condensa­
tion of strong points into a striking sen­
tence. It was fan laughing at some unex­
pected absurdity. Sarcasm and acerbity, 
nowever polished, don’t make people 
laugh. Colonel Lane never did anything 
else when he was dealing with the points 
of an antagonist. And his ridicule was far 
more formidable than most men’s logic or 
compass of knowledge. His speeches were 
probably never studied in advance beyond 
fixing the points of discussion. His feel­
ings were his inspiration, not his prepara­
tion, and study and investigation were of 
less consequence to him than probably any 
orator alive. He could find material enough 
for his purpose in what all men knew, 
at least well enough to need no special en­
lightenment. He never wrote anything
sua _______ _
in public life, and 
most trusted leaders of his party, he rarely 
took any part in the work of settling its

spiration of his party to action. It will 
strike many readers as singular that this 
man, who h'as been known to them by repu­
tation, by anecdote and party legends, as 
long as they can remember, and was a pop­
ular leader when their parents were mar­
ried, should have held office but about 
a dozen years in nearly a half cen­
tury of public life. But so it is. 
He was in the state legislature one year, in 
the lower house of congress four years, in 
the senate six years, and was two days gov­
ernor. Two years of an Indian peace com- 
missionership are not worth counting. Yet 
his great ^ability, the universal respect 
and trnst of his party, his power of pleas­
ing and inspiriting his partisans on the 
stump, his whole-hearted and genial dispo­
sition in private life, kept him as constant­
ly in public attention as if he had been an 
office holder all the time. No state con­
vention, no ward meeting was complete 
without Henry S. Lane, lie has gone in 
fullness of years and honor, a true and no­
ble man, a Christian and a patriot if one 
ever lived.

OUBRKNT COMMENT.

Canada pays pretty dear for her royal 
whistle. Entertainments by the governor 
general show something like the following 
number of gnests: At balls in 1679,1,000; 
at balls in 18S1, 1,600; at “at homes” each 
year, 900; at skating and tobogganing par­
ties each year, 2,00Q; at theatricals each 
year, 1,300. In each of the three years 
about 1,000 guests were entertained at din­
ner parties.

Jacksonville, Fla., elected as mayor a 
Jew named Dzialynska (not necessary to 
pronounce it) who .was expected to pay no 
attention to Sunday laws, especially by 
those of his own nationality.

The Lime City News, “independent, 
fearless and free,” has enlarged and as­
sumed the quarto form.

Messrs. Webb & Demaree, merchants of 
Franklin, have made an assignment for the 
benefit oi their creditors.

John Huff, of Martin county, who shot 
his father-in-law, Brannum, last Tuesday, 
has bad his trial and was acquitted.

The corner stone of the Lutheran church, 
about five miles south of Wabash, was re­
moved and robbed of about four dollars in 
coin the other night.

Miss Lettie Gebhart, of New Albany, 
descended^into a newly discovered opening 
in Wyandotte Cave a few days ago, and in 
consideration of this fact the cave has been 
named Gebhart’s cotirt.

It is rumored that Professor C. W. Har­
vey has resigned the position of superin­
tendent of the Greensbnrg city schools, 
which he has held since 1868. No reasons 
are known for his resignation.

Charles Childers, twenty-three years old. 
the son of a respectable farmer, was found 
dead yesterday morning by a freight en­
gineer two miles east of Banker Hill on 
the Panhandle road. He had been drink­
ing.

Samuel Wood, employed in Hudson & 
Scbubas’a sawmill, on Tanner’s creek, 
three miles from Lawrenceburg, in throw­
ing a belt off a pulley Saturday, caught his 
leg, rupturing the ligaments and disloca­
ting the knee joint. It is a very severe 
injury.

Mrs. Springer, who lives on the northern 
pike, three miles from Newcastle, was 
thrown from her buggy by the fright of her 
horse, which became unmanageable, Friday 
evening, and had her leg broken,and is oth­
erwise seriously bruised. She is seventy 
years old.

The geological, mineralogical and natu­
ral history collection of Dr. Joseph Gard­
ner, of Bedford, has been purchased by the 
trustees of Purdue univerfity at Lafayette, 
for the use of that institution. It is proba­
bly the largest and most valuable private 
collection of the kind in the west.

Another barn, near Arlington, belonging 
to H. N. Beckner, was set on fire and burn­
ed down Friday night. A thresher and 
other agricultural implements were burned. 
A vigilance committee will be organized. 
The oarn was partly insured in the Rush 
County Farmers’ insurance company.

The first dlath caused by accident on 
the Vernon and Greensburg railroad oc­
curred near Westport, Saturday evening. 
The victim, Wm. Monroe, fell, or was 
thrown from the top of a construction train, 
and landed on the track, where he remain­
ed until the entire train passed over him.

A bold robbery occurred near Charles­
town on Friday. Mrs. Mary McCoy, a trid- 
ow, was robbed of $1,900. At the time the 
money was taken the family were at qup- 
uer on the porch in the back part of the 
nouse, and the thief entered by the friont 
and escaped before the theft was discov­
ered.

A one story frame house, belonging to 
Wm. Meredith, at Washington, was struck 
bv lightning Sunday morning, tearing away 
all of one side of the building. The’hojuse 
was occupied by a family named Hook, and 
three members of the familv were iujused, 
one of them s6 badly that ms reason is re­
paired of.

In the Tomlinson AReed quarries, near 
Bedford, Saturday, John Bensel had the 
flesh on his left leg ripped open and 
loosened from the bones from the lower 
part of the thigh down to his ankle by get- 
tiug caught under a 500 pound crowbar 
that was being used to pry out a large 
stone and slipped out of its place. He 
came near bleeding to death before med­
ical aid could be procured.

About 3 o’clock Saturday afternood a 
lone woman by the name of Higgenbotham 
stepped into a saloon kept by one Tbm 
Powell at Liberty, and in the presence of a

winding up by breaking all the windows in 
the house, not leaving a vestige of the sish 
remaining in the frames. All on account 
of Powell selling her husband liquor.

Sunday morning, about 10 o’clock, l)al- 
leck Dannattell. a young man living fear 
miles south ot Seymour, armed himself 
with a shot-gun and went oat to shoot 
squirrels.

Improvement in the Telephone System.
[Philadelphia Record,]

Over two years ago an invention was pat­
ented st Washington which, when put into 
me, will lead to the abolition of the central 
offices or exchanges which are located an 
every city in which telephones are operated. 
The Inventors'are Mr. Thomas A. Connelly 
and his brother, the patent lawyers of this 
city, and Mr. McTighe, of Pittsburg. Since 
the first patent was secured many valuable 
improvements have been made in the in­
vention, which is now considered as per­
fect. Letters patent have been granted in 
Canada, England, France and Germany. 
Under the present system a tele­
phone user who desires to get into commu­
nication with a certain point must comc$u- 
nicate with the central office through which 
the wires are placed in connection. This 
often leads to great delay and annoyance. 
The new discovery, however, makes every 
lessee of a telephone his own exchange. It 
consists of a dial marked with as many 
numbers as thera are telephones in use fin 
the locality. A pointer moved by dock 
work passes over the dial, and by means of 
a plug can be stopped 4f any number de­
sired. The electric circuit is made apd 
broken as each number is reached and 
passed, and a relay at the main office works 
a system of cogs and wheels which give 
telephonic connections corresponding with 
the dials. The pointer, being stopped by 
the plug at any particular number on the 
dial, keeps connection open with the 
branch indicated by that number as long 
as the plug remains untouched.

A LONG AND STRONG PULL.

The Effort Made Yesterday to Lift a
$27,000 Mortgage off' Robert* Park
Church—$14,000 Raised.
There was a great deal of hard work at 

Roberts Park church yeaterday. It had been 
determined by the official board to make a 
zealoua effort to raise the mortgage of $27,- 
000 that rests upon the edifice, past due 
since last March. To this end the services of 
Mr. Edward Kimball, the great church debt 
raiser, were employer. That gentleman un­
dertook the direction of the matter, be 
ginning in the morning. There was alerge 
congregation, and he preached a sermon 
appropriate to his purpose, showing from 
the scriptures that there was divine au­
thority for raising money to pay church 
debts on the Sabbath, ana also that in no 
place in the bible could it be found that 
the congregations of the earliest churches 
in the world’s history had ever 
allowed themselves in a single in­
stance to remain in debt. They fnlly recog­
nized the fact that the “Lord’s honor could 
not dwell in a place of worship which was 
liable to foreclosure of mortgage.” Having 
concluded his exhortations, he proceeded 
at once to soBeit subscription, first asking 
for amounts of $1,000 and upward, stat­
ing the names ef donors should not 
be published in the preas. Mr. Kim­
ball evidently laboeed under the
impression that he would have but little 
difficulty in clearing off the debt, owing to 
the recent remarkable religious blessing 
the church was enjoying- Canvassers were 
appointed to go abont among the people 
pr*eent, and within half an hour there was 
one contribution reported of $2,000. two of 
$1,000 each and three of $500
each. At this point there was
an embarrassing halt, which was
only relieved at long intervals by reports 
of contributions of small amounts. Mr. 
Kimball, however, persisted in his appeals, 
although the congregation grew smaller 
and smaller, until the preacher remarked 
that, in all his experience, he had pever 
known a congregation that had as much 
facility in dismissing itself as the one be­
fore him. By dint of earnest ef­
fort on the part of the can­
vassers the sum of $5,500 had 
Veen raised when the benediction was 
ponottiiced *t one •’cloek. The idea had 
been suggested by Mr. Harrison of a young 
convert’s fund which Mr. Kimball readily 
adopted and lie accordingly announced 
thpisuclxa fund would be started in the 
afternoon after the regular meeting for the 
reception of probationers. In the after­
noon Mr. Harrison proposed the 
young converts ahtmld rinse $10,000 as 
a special thankoffering. The converts 
went to work with a will and when the 
meeting closed it wan reported that $3*000 
had been subscribed, some of the individ­
ual Qpatributions being as large ae $250. 
It was also announced that the Sunday 
school bad raised $1,800. The result of the 
afternoon’s work gave an impe­
tus ' to the movement. Mr. Har­
rison proving especially capable 
aa.a debt raiser. At nigbt, notwithstanding 
the announcement that the collections 
would be continued, the usual revival ser­
vices being postponed for a time, the 
church was crowded in every part. Rev. 
Mr. Harrison, Rev. Dr. Vernon, Rev. Dr. 
Bay baa and' Mr.: Kimball, assisted by 
the corps of eanvassers made special ap­
peals, and both the “general fund” 
and “young converts’ fund” were 
kept open, and contributions were 
solicited in both directions. The latter 
fund proved particularly popular, and there 
was a shower of subscriptions in small 
amounts ranging from one to fifty dollars.

The Garbage Contractor Arranges a Time
Table far the Citizens, aad Asks that It
Be Kept la Mind.
Mr. Nalthee, the city garbage contractor, 

ia disposed td make another effort." While 
many complaints have been lodged 
against the contractor for apparent 
neglect - of his duties, and some 
of them have been made to stick in 
court; but It is true that in many instances 
the contractor has not been properly aided 
in his work by the citizens.

Omen or Cmr Garbage Costs actor,
Indianapolis. June, 1881.

To the citizens of Indianapolis—In order 
the mode of hauling the garbage and aabes bo 
more fully understood and satisfactory to the 
citizens of Indianapolis, I herewith, most re­
spectfully, submit a plan of future working. 
Having taken especial care to establish a certain 
rale, I will, from this week, call at the premizes 
as stated below, most respectfully asking the citi­
zens to have their garbage and ashes in con­
venient places, thereby kindly aadstlng the con­
tractor his duty, made arduous by the great 
distance (from 800 to SS0 miles) which he has to 
travel on his daily rounds;

All private residences Included in the respect­
ive districts mentioned below will be called on 
once a week; boarding-houses and hotels, twice 
a week. Should, however, any one be overseen 
in this plan of woiking, let orders be left at No. 
6 Baldwin’s block, or at the office of board of 
health, as I have extra wagons for such de­
mands:

FIRST DISTRICT.
Taking Second street running east aad west as

Separate barrels 
must be provided, and they must be placed 
in easily accessible places. The contractor 
feeds the kitchen offal to hogs after cook­
ing it, and if it is mixed with ashes, oys­
ter cans and hoopskirts, it is fit for nothing 
unless it may be for goats and ostriches, 
the number of which is not sufficiently 
large to be of benefit to the contractor.
